With routine matters occupying most of 
Council's time, the other outstanding item of business was a unanimous 
decision in favor of taking over operation of the Municipal Airport, 
leased to an out-of-town individual for the past 10 months, and to 
negotiate immediately with the Civil Aeronautics and Pennsylvania 
Aeronautics Associations for a license agreement. 


While Monday night's action did not definitely set up a Parking 


Authority, it indicated that Council is in favor of such a move and 
that an ordinance for its creation will be passed at the June 9 meet- 
iiig. The vote aid not com«± until 'after a leuglny discussion, pro and 
wit, witn i_/ean L<asKans, acting as president, pro tern in tne absence 
of William E. Rice, indicating that he was very much in favor of a 
Parking Authority. Consideration of the move came after J. G. Smith, 
public safety committee chairman, had reported on a meeting of his 
committee with Chamber of Commerce representatives. Mr. Smith said 
that creation of such an authority^ 
does not mean that "we are in- 
tending to jump right in and buy 
a piece of property at this time" 
but that the Authority would be 
set up and in a position to act if 
and when the time came.

Rapt attention was won by Rev, 


Raymon Kistler, president of Bea- 
ver College, former Warren Ro- 
tarian, and former pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church, when 
he spoke on "Possibilities of Peace 
Today" 'before the Warren Rotary 
club, Monday noon, and declared 
that "The supreme power of Am- 
erica alone is enough to discour- 
age' any dictator to attempt war. 
Russia will go to any length to 
avoid an all-out war." 


Taking steel production Into con- 


sideration, Dr. Kistler said chanc- 
es of war between the United 
Staes and Russia are about 35 for 
to 145 against such a 
conflict. 


With oil as a factor, while Iran 
has oil for Russia, she has no 
tankers to transport It and will 
not start a war without oil. 


"Take a world map, color all 


the troubled spots and you will 
find a lot of the world is still -rela- 
tively peaceful," he said. "When 
you get jittery, remember that 
the United States Navy is strong- 
er than all others combined and 
Russia knows It. We must get 
away from the negative feeling 
we have that the United States 
is 'going to the dogs.' The only 
foreseeable chance of another war 
to talking ounelvM Into it" He 


said he has great faith In the 
United Nations, that we are far- 
ther ahead in the UN in the same 
length of time than we were In 
formation of the Colonies. He said 
he believed peace in Korea Is not 
far away, that few problems re- 
main and these will soon be solved. 
He admonished that we must re- 
main strong, expressed himself In 
favor of strong armament. 


Dr. Klstler's closing story left 


a deep Impression. He said two

Washington (Jf)—The

ministration told the Supreme 
Court today that the steel In- 
dustry's fears of "irreparable 
Injury" from government op- 
eration of the seized mills are 
"a lot of fantastic 
hobgob- 


lins." And, Solicitor General 
Philip B. Perlman said, the 
industry had "failed entirely" 
to show any Irreparable Injury 
will result. Perlman was wind- 
ing up his plea for reversal 
of the decision by U S. District ' 
Judge David A. Pine that 
President Truman's seizure of 
the mills was Illegal. 


Washington (JP) — Arguments 


on the legality of President Tru- 
man's seizure of the steel mills 
were resumed before the Supreme 
Court at 11:03 a. m. EST today. 


The administration had 17 min- 


utes remaining of the two and one- 
half hours allowed it to plead for 
reversal of the decision by U. S. 
District Judge David A. Fine that 
the seizure was lllegaL 


Counsel for the steel industry 


had reserved more than an hour 
for rebuttal. 


The court listened—and asked 


questions—for more than 
three 


hours yesterday, during which: 


John W. Davis, speaking for the' 


steel industry, argued that Presi- 
dent Truman had no authority to 
take over the steel mills. He called 
Secretary of Commerce Sawyer, 
nominal operator of the mills, "a 
mere trespasser." 


Philip B. Perlman, solicitor gen- 


eral and acting attorney general, 
contended that the President, un- 
der the Constitution, not only had 
the right—but the duty—to pre- 
vent a strike of 060,000 steelwork- 
era In a demand for higher pay. 


Perlman was on the receiving 


end of most of the questions ask- 
ed by the nine justices. 


The arguments, for the most 


part, had been made either in the 
lower courts or In the many briefs 
filed with the high court.

The right plan 
for the hand is to ruff the first 
diamond and immediately lead the 
ace and king of clubs. 


If both opponents follow, South 


can then draw tnimps and give 
up one,club at most. If an oppon- 
ent ruffs the first or second club, 
South has a sure entry to dummy 
by means of the nine of spades.

THE STEEL DISPUTE 


In the steel dispute, according to James Mar- 


low, Associated Press feature writer in Washington, 
the Supreme Court can do several things without 
deciding flatly or. the basic question before it: The 
constitutional limits of a President. Marlow sizes 
the situation up in this manner: 


Usually the court doesn't hand down a single, flat 


opinion on broad constitutional questions. Instead, it 
decides specific issues which may be part of a 
broad problem without running head-on into the 
problem itself. 


For example, this court has handled case after 


case involving the wide question of segregation of 
Negroes. It has never ruled on whether segrega- 
tion as a whole is good, bad, constitutional or un- 
constitutional. 


It has ruled on specific examples of segregation 


brought before it. It has said Negroes must not be 
forced to ride in the rear of buses crossing state 
lines. 


And it has so ruled that Negroes now are admit- 


ted to white graduate schools in the South without 
saying Negroes had to be admitted to white high 
and grammar schools. When it got a case involv- 
ing graduate schools, it limited its ruling to graduate 
schools. 


And, without giving an opinion of any kind, the 


court'can send the steel dispute back to the U. S. 
Court of Appeals or even to District Judge David Pine 
for more arguments or findings. It was Pine who 
said the President exceeded his power in seizing the 
mills and ordered them given back. 


If it wants to give an opinion, the court could do 


so quickly. Perhaps in days. Maybe in weeks. Or 
it could delay its opinion. If it was long delayed a 
steel settlement might then make an opinion un- 
necessary. 


The problem that goes to the court as the heart of 


the steel dispuje is this: 


Does the President have special built-in but in- 


visible powers giving him authority to seize private 
property when he says he is acting for the general 
welfare in an emergency? 


Nothing in law or the Constitution says specific- 


ally he has such a right. At the same time, nothing 
in the Constitution says he doesn't.

Seed Sowing Takes Care, 
But Is Not Precision Job 


ShaNew Drill for Tiny Seedi. 


For Medium Size Seed. 


It says on the seed packet: "Sow 


in drills." or "Sow in hills." This is 
garden talk, and may deceive the 
beginner. 


A "drill" to the gardener is not a 


military -maneuver, But a shallmv 
trench. A "hill'' is not an elevation, 
except in a few sections of the coun- 
try where the rainfall is extremely 
heavy. In most places it ;s a hol- 
low, in which seed are sov.-n, to pro- 
duce a plant that stands alone with 
space around to spread out. instead 
of standing upright m a row as do 
plants soivn in drills 


It says, "?ow half an inch deep." 


Do you get down ->n your knees and 
measure every seed? Of course not. 
Seed .xowinu is not a precision job, 
and need not be. Nature sows seeds 
in a very careless manner. But the 
gardener must take more care, to 
avoid the terrific waste m which na- 
ture indulges, but he cannot afTord. 


The main point in sowing seed is 


to take care not to bury them so 
deep they will fail to emerge from 
the soil. This can be accomplished 
by the three methods of making

For tiny seeds, press the edge of, 


a straight stick into the soil. For 
medium, sized seeds, make the drill 
by using the end of the hoe handle. 
For larger seeds use the edge of 
the hoe blade, pressed lightly if 
you want an inch-deep drill, more 
heavily lor deeper sowing. 


The depth to use depends some- 


what on the nature of the soil. In 
sandy loam they may go a little 
deeper than in heavy clay; and in 
hot weather they should be at least 
twice as deep as in the moist spring 
weather. 


Above all, except on a heavy 


slope, in making a drill, keep it 
straight. Some gardeners use a 
narow plank as a ruler. A garden 
line is easier to handle, heavy cords 
on reels are handy, but any stout 
cord stretched between two stakes 
will serve. 


But use the line as « guide, and 


never press the hoe against it, for 
it will bend, and your garden row 
may turn out to be serpentine. If 
this happens, fill up the drill and 
try it over again. You will soon ac- 
quire the knack.
